That overlaating souroo of annoy- 
ance — dirooti oommanication wilh San 
fraDoisoo — is again cropping up with 
itB unpleasant foaturoB, and wo trust 
that the public will take oaro that it 
bo effectnaliy disposed ot this time. It 
Eeems that in consequence of certain 
frands said to bo committed against the 
TTaited States Castoms' Laws, it is 
deemed pradent by .the aatborilies or 
that ooontry to establisb new ..riegalax 
tions oonnected with tb9 t^rsns-sbip- 
ment of datiable goodis';'and evorj 
pBokai;e traosmittcd frpDQ .any part oi 
the XTniled States to ,(Mrj;lp.tber por-* 
tioD, via a foreign port; requ'res to bo 
ornameoted with certain pieoes of wire 
and other pecaliari^ieB only recogniz- 
able by American officials. All this is 
very right, and no one can complain oi 
any such proceeding, but what has 
that to do with us ? Wo have nothing 
whatever to do with Unitod States 
Cuitorns regulations, and any modifi- 
oaliona oi tho la ve in that vL'spcct aro 
no valid excuse to us lor tlie withdrawal 
Of the direct sleatnor. Our Govern- 
ment, after a great deal of Iubh '.nd 
form, onterod into a contract with tho 
company now carrying tho mails, by 
which we were to have one direct 
Btoamor every three wei ks. At ono 
time we bad several succossivo direct 
Rteamerg, and we began to think all 
oar cares were o'er ia relatiou to this 
vexata queslio', but fate wills it others 
Wiie, and here we are again left high 
and dry without a direct steamer for 
■is weeks. The matter is very simply 
decided : if the company 'daD carry oot 
their contract, well and good ; if not, 
let them give it up* at oboe. There 
are plenty of idle steamers that would 
gladly acoopt the duty of giviug ns a 
direct steamer once a fortnight if re- 
quired, and certainly with no addition- 
al expense to the Colony. There aro 
several reasons why direct communi- 
cation with the Bay City is necessary, 
and one of tho ntOst important is, that 
there are persons in both cities who 
will not croBS the Columbia Eivor bar, 
and rather than face that disagreeable ex- 
perience prefer remaining whore ihey 
are. Another is, that we desire at 
least once in throe weeks to havo all 
the mail matter obtainablo in Suu 
Francisco brought forward. Wo de- 
cline to be satisQed with such instaU 
luents as it may suit the coavonienco of 
indirect steamers to. carry, and be ex- 
posed to the annoyance of two or 
three days' delay besides. Such treat- 
ment is not to be tolerated ; we sboaid 
obtain aa near an apprpziinatioD to 
regularity if we. gave no mail subsidy 
whatever, and left it entirely to Bucb 
chance opportunities as the Consul at 
San Francisco might think proper to 
avail himBolt of. A third and moat 
weighty reason is, t^at our English 
merchants cannot have their packages 
shipped on board a -vessel at San 
Francisco except ibat vessel is bound 
for Victoria, either direct or via some 
American port. The packages cannot be 
transhipped at Astoria or P rtland 
without paying tho full duly upon 
thom. There is a decided objoction to 
the present company, however respoci- 
able, retaining tho monopoly ; tho rates 
of paasago aro too high ; we want Iro*^ 
quent communicatiua and low lares; 
the same advantages would flow Iro 
Buoh a change in rales, as already ex sis 
with regard to the Sound. Tho pas 
■enger traf&c would be doubled or 
trebled. It is well enough if wo can 
get a certain number pf steamers dur- 
ing the month for the. small amount wo 
can afford as a subsidy, bat if atie 
many attempts we find; that that is im 
possible, we have only to commubicate 
with one of the great companies at 
home and we shaljl have a suitable 
■toamer oot at once. Thus we shonld 
havo our own direct steamer to San 
Francisco by which fortnightly trips 
could bo easily accomplished, and the 
compotilion on tho Portland route 
would remain as at present. In tho 
oaso of a British Hteamor wo should 
have some control ; there would bo no 
more Bubmission ot our welfare to the 
OODvenieaoo ot tho Uniied States 
Govornmont. We aio surely beyond 
Buch conleroptiblo soil-adaptation now, 
AUd wo should Bocuro that most iin-. 
portant oonsidoration for this place, a 
•''large iuHux of population by re- 
daction in tho prii'o of passage. 



evenness and cxhaustiveneBs ot mind 
and manner, toll unfavorably even on 
tho spoooh as printed, and rendered the 
exposition to the hoarers a matter of 
so mo pain.

for the onistauding Abyssinian debt. 
Mr. iiowe, tberefore, proposed to obtain 
a largo sum both for recruiting our ro- 
daced "balances and for remissions of 
taxation by a great reform in the mode 
of collecting some of the Inland Revenue 
doties, — the land and inhabited house 
du'y, the assessed taxes, and the income 
lax, — which is now about as cumbrous, 
dilatory, and expensive as it well cnu bo. 
Wo have described and criticized his pro« 
posals at length elsewhere. Here we 
need only say tbot be hoped to get a 
"windfall" of ^^600,000 from calling in 
the long credit now giveu for a6SC8?ed 
taxes,— JE950, 000 from hastening the 
collection of the land and inhabited boust) 
tax so us to get within the linancini year 
the half which now falls beyond ii, and 
no less (ban jSL,800,000 bj hastening in 
the same fashion the collection of the 
incotne tax. This would yield altogether 
j£3,350,000 raoro than usual during the 
first year, and besides swelling the impovi 
erished E.xchiquer, provide a large sam 
for the remission of taxation. 

Wilh this sum Mr. Lowe proposed 
to find moans for abolishing altogaibor 
ih(! duly still left upon corn (yielding 
$900,000j which he attacked with oiu 
orgy lor iid injuHtico to tho poor and 
its obstruclivonosB to coramorco — us 
prevonting iiuglish porta frjm booora- 
ing the greal grain onuopots of tho 
West — the fire-i'iBunmco duly ^the ro- 
reipts from which Mr. .Lowe did not 
OHtiinate, but which are, wo buliovc, 
lillle short of a railliou sterling) — 
X-120 000 of uasossed taxes and a p-jB~ 
nj' ot the income tax Deducting, how- 
ever, the very oousiderable saving ef- 
fected by a cheaper collection of the 
revenue, Mr. Lowe e-itiiiiatod the wholo 
riiicrihco of annual revenue at only 
£3,000,000, ol which only £2,940,000 
will li.ku elfout within ihe current year 
— so, k-avint; £410,000 oui of the £3,- 
350,000 of windfalls, to add to the 
HinnU surplus of £32,000_ and swell the 
balances in tho Exchequer. . 

The reductions proposed iu tho asses -jd 
tn.Kcsiiress follows: — The hair powder 
tax, an old historical relic, is to vaiii-li 
altogether. Mr. Lowe regretted he 
could nut also abolish ibe tax on armorial 
bonrings, but as he could not afford that, 
"it appeared to him the best thing he 
could Jo was to iacreaso it." For the 
future, it will bo a guinea for using 
iirmuriiil bearings nt all; and anoiher 
guiueafbr pulling them on your carriage, 
The larrlage duty is much simplified and 
reducei^i All ibur'Wbeel carriages above 
SOO lb. weight will pay two guineas, 
ond all uiid^r that weight, as well as all 
two-wheeled earriaj;es, will pay only a 
(riiiiiea in future. All horses are to pay 
lOd. Gd. each, and all manservants, 
ffbetber under or over eighteen, iSg. 

Pnblic omnibasses and cabs are to pay no 
dalj biiyond the ordinary duty on four-wheel 
or two-wheul vebicloa, ns tho case mi\y bo, 
nnd on tho horses wbiob liraw iliom ; phu, 
for London vehicles, a small duty, whicli Mr. 
Lowe uiignoslod aa likoly to be X3 per oii- 
niMn for an umnibus and £i for a cab, to 
(lulray Ibe expa'oBB o( ioBpeotiOD by the inet< 
ropoliidn police. This obaoge sweeps away 
awuy Q tix ot Irom £12 to £14 a year on 
evury Ijouduu cub, iind gives us eoino hope of 
more oodurablo iiccommoJiuion. Tbo 8pc;c- 
iuldity on pust hoises vaoiabep, post horaaj 
paying like any other horsce ; uod tho duty 
DO licences lo aell tan disiippcars aliojjeiber. 
The lazoU'raUtvay tiukuis Mr. Ldwa ieft for 
lutare oonaideration, vxprosBini; bimiflf not 
unwilling lo remit it, it the railways wqqld 
eoiiBunt bo meet the views of the QoVern* 
inciii.
